CHICAGO, Sept. 12.—Primaries in 
eight States today include four in 
which contests for 
nominations for 
United States senator are expected td 
Indicate to some extent the trend of 
publjc opinion on national political 
principles 
Massachusetts, Michigan, 
Washington and Vermont today are 
to choose senatorial candidates. Three 
Southern States have democratic pri- 
maries. In South Carolina Former- 
Governor Cole L Blea.se and Thomas 
G. McLeod are opponents in the gub- 
ernatorial contest. In Louisiana one 
congressman and State officers are to 
be nominated. Colorado and Arizona 
•are to nominate State tickets, with a 
number of congressmen. The Georgia 
primary will be held tomorrow with 
three women breaking States' trad- 
ition by entering the race for the State 
assembly.

Bobbitt Freed; 


Case Against 


Him Flimsy 


o 


G. T. Bobbitt who spent fifty two 


days in jail charged with car larceny 
was promptly acquitted ity a jury 
which heard h.s case in the corpora- 
tion court yesterday. The state did 
not undertake to show that Bobbitt 
had stolen F. A. Rhmelar's car In 
Winston-Salem last October, but re- 
lied on proving that he had received 
stolen goo-is. The evidence, however, 
ever failed to show- th.s and the case 
developed little strength that the jury 
did not retire from the courtroom, but 
wrote the -verdict out and returned it 
in open court. 


Bobbitt who was once manager of 


the Hntel Pittsylvania hire intends 
to make his home in Danville and to 
make a new start after a prolonged 
encounter with the law. Evidence in 
the case showed that the accused 
bought the car In good faith and it was 
shown that he had a hill of sale and 
that on the-day h« made the purchase 
he registored his title to it in Rich- 
mond and secured th« usual certifi- 
cates required of all automobile own- 
ers 


Bobbitt was arrested in Atlanta by 
Police Officer W. T. Kessl»r who work- 
ed up the case against him, Bobbitt 
on learning that he was involved ex- 
pressed willingness to return without 
requisition papers and so informed 
Chief of Police Bell in a telegram. He 
was held, however. In the Atlanta jail 
until Kessler arrived and look him 
Into custody 
Th* car was purchas- 
ed by Bobbitt from W. S. LighJ. and 
w-hjJ« he had the bill of sale he was 
unable ?o produce the man and for 
this reason largely th* case -was 
pressed against him. Tttf

SUPER COWS ARE 


NOWBEING BRED 


(By The Associated Press) 


WASHINGTON Sept. 
11—Breed- 


ing a dairy cow that will give enough 
milk to feed 3J) children a day, more 
than six times the capacity of the 
ordinary cow is one of the feats of 
the industry which has been accom- 
plished by the V. 8 Department of 
Agriculture, and which can be done 
by 
proper 
feeding 
and 
selective 
breeding 
On its experimental farm 
near Beltsville, Md., the department 
has a herd of six cows, the result of 
breeding work, 
an average 
of 
pounds of milk in 365 days. ThhMU- 
tle herd yields enough milk to pro- 
vide a quart a day to 170 children. 


An ordinary cow or scrub produ- 
ces only enoi^h milk to feed five 
children a quait a day, while a good 
cow yields enough to give 20 children 
a quart a day. The supercow, as the 
department calls her, and there are 
more and more of them in this class 
every year, gives enough milk so that 
a small herd might easily ^supply 
this quantity to all the small chil- 
dren in a small town. 
The improvement of dairy cows 
means more than increased 
profits 
to the dairyman, the departmen de- 
clares, it means cheaper and more 
mikl, the best bone and muscle mak- 
er for children 
Good breeding and 
good feeding have made the differ- 
ence 
"What this means is brought 
out forcibly in a poster prepared by 
the department which is available to 
all those interested in the subject 
In the same connection, the de- 
partment ghows 
that 
culling 
the 


poultry flock to get rid of all birds 
except the vigorous, prolific layers, 
results in noticeable improvement in 
the progeny as well as in an increase 
of eggs 
Recent experiments with the poul- 
try at the Beltsville farm showed 
that the late moulters selected from 
a flock of 100 Rhode Island Reds in 
the fall of 1920 laid seven more eggs 
per_ bird during -their second year 
"than the original flock of- puHets 
They were Used as breeders the fol- 
lowing spring and the first red pullets 
to commence laying in the fall of 
1921 were found to be the offspring 
of these late-moulting herd

QUEEN MARIE ^ 


HAS A BILL1 


FOR SOVIETS 


BUCHAREST, 
Sept. It—Q«««" 
Marie has betn greatly distressed by 
news from Moscow that her magnifi- 
cent crown jewels which were taken 
secretly'to Moscow for safekeeping 
when the Germans Invaded Bucttpr- 
est in IMC. have been confiscated by 
the Bolshevikl and subsequently ped- 
dled around Europe. The Bolshevikl 
are said first to have removed all the 
precious stones from the jewels, re- 
taining the platinum and gold settings. 


Some of the queens gems, together 


with those of the late czar's crown, are 
reported to have been taken to London 
and disposed of by Kameneg in 1920. 
The queen has despaired of ever re- 
covering these treasures, which were 
among the most numerous and sump- 
tuous in Europe, but she is hopeful 
the soviet government may see fit to 
iompensate her for the loss in cash. 


Conflicting versions are in circula- 


tion as to the fate of the Rumanian 
state funds which were also taken to 
Moscow during the war. Some con- 
sider them non-existent; others say 
the treasure is intact in the vaults of 
the Kremlin, where it was deposited 
by the czarist administration. A re- 
cent report says that there is now in 
Moscow a deposit of 10,700,000 gold 
rubles belonging to the Rumanian 
treasury, but this is only a small frac- 
tion of the original amount. 


When the armistice freed Rumania 


from its isolation, the queen entrust- 
ed the task of recovering tht govern- 
ment funds and her crown jewels to 
an American gold-dredger and soldi- 
er from Nome. Alaska. This man was 
said to exercise great influence with 
the Soviets, but after many overtures, 
and much negotiation with Moscow 
he gave up the taSK"~of recovering th« 
treasure aa* futile. o

Clinton W. Gilbert, correspondent of 
the Philadelphia Evening Ledger, 'is 
now admitted by the publishers. G. P 
Putman's Sons, to be the man. 


As a matter of fact, there has not 


been very much mystery about the 
authorship in Washington. When the 
first book appeared Mr. Gilbert imme- 
diately was put into a little group of 
men with experience, contacts and 
ability to have written it. Later, by 
various means, most of the others in 
the group were eliminated. Coinci- 
dentally, acquaintances of Mr. Gilbert 
reported passages in the book that 
bora his mark unmistakably. 
Congratulated By Noted Visitors. 
But in those days, when he was 


either congratulated upon or taxed 
with the author hip, Mr. Gilbert had 
a tendency to become red in the face, 
and to reveal other evidences of dis- 
pleasure. Some of the foreigners who 
came to Washington for the Arms 
Conference, hearing that he was the 
author, congratulated him. They soon 
came to the conclusion that Mr. Gil- 
bert much preferred to discuss Japan 
or China or the sins of diplomats or 
any other subject. 


With the appearance, of the second 


book, however, all shade of doubt 
disappeared. 
By that time Mr. Gil- 
bert had become more accustomed to 
public acceptance of him as an au- 
thor. • Several friends of his came Into 
possession of absolute proof that he 
waa the author of that work. Since 
the author of the second book was 
stated by the publishers to be iden- 
tical with the author ot the first, the 
mystery was no longer a mystery. And 
under those circumstances Mr. Gil- 
bert evidently concluded that his pub-

in many foreign circles an4 regarded 
as the result of propaganda. 
Among Americans who participated 


in the preparation for the part which 
the American Expeditionary Forces 
played In the last jear of the war, 
there is a full realization of the des- 
perate situation of the allied armies 
while Ludendorf was making his last 
drive for Pans 
There is no criticism of the spirit 
whict prevailed, but there is a real- 
nation also, that it -was the arrival 
of the'American army which revived 
the spirit to win.

bacco to be of unusual quality and of 
splendid size and color. 
I believe that 
we will have this year the finest wrap- 
per crop of bright that has been seen 
in the State for many years.'lhe per- 
ceritage of wrappers in every curing 1 
examined being unusually large. 
"I also -visited some o fthe farms 
that produce the dark, export tobacco 
These crops were first class in every 
respect, and it is also interesting to 
note that the dark crop has ripened 
this year almost as early as the bright 
variety. 
Both crops have been well- 
saved and 
well-cured 
The small 
number of tobacco worms this season 
has been of great advantage to the 
farmer, and I saw very little worm- 
eaten tobacco. 
"The early harvesting of the crop 
wi'l be of great benefit to the farm- 
ers, as it will give them ample time 
to seed their crimson clover, vetch, and 
other- legume-crops, in combination 
with "rye and winter oats.
